YANKS WILLKEEP 
WATCH ON RHINE, 
PERSHING SAYS

PARIS, July 2.—[Delayed.]—“* We 
will keep American troops in Ger: 
many as long as the American flag’ 
flies upon the Rhine, and our flag 
will be there until Germany complies 
with the military terms of the peace 
treaty and proves its intention to ful- 
fill the other requirements,” said Gen. 
Pershing today while conferring with 
newspaper correspondents at his Paris 
headquarters. 

The third occupationary army dis- 
solved today, and the Rhine forces 
hereafter will be known as “ the, 
American forces in Germany, under 
command of Maj. Gen. H. T. Allen, 
formerly comfnanding the 90th 4divi- 
sion, then the 8th corps. Lieut. Gen. 
Liggett is returning to the United 
States at his own request. 


The 2d division, vomprising the ma- 
rine corps and the Syra@use brigade, 
probably will be released the middle 
of July, the 3d following some weeks 
later and finally the Ist division, all 
going home. Then the new occupa- 
tionary force organized. will be com- 
posed of a regiment of infantry, a 
regiment of artillery, quartermaster 
troops, an aviation squadron, a mia- 
chine gun battalion, etc., making a 
complete small unit reprqrenane the 
United States. 

Great Britain to keep re- 
ducing her force in the same propor- 
tion, now having approximately the 
same number of troops at the Cologne 
bridgehead as the Americans have at 
Coblenz. 

Gen. Pershing fixed no definite date 
for his return to America, but he will 
remain in France until all dispositions 
are made regarding the troops here, 
which will be until the end of Au- 
gust, it is expected. 


Chaumont ceases to be A. E. F. 
headquarters on July 15, after which 
Gen. Pershing’s headquarters will be 
in Paris. Bordeaux and St. Nazaire 
will be closed as A. E. F. ports in 
the middle of the Anonth, leaving 
Brest the sole port whtil all the divi- 
sions there are gone. Then Antwerp 
will be maintained as the American 
port and supply base. 

Negotiations with the French prac- 
tically have been completed whereby 
France purchases all American equip- 
ments, supplies and property here, in- 
cluding automobiles and motor trucks.

Beaten to Death. 


Brest were resounding to revolver 
shots.

For two hours the opposing forces 
battled in the streets.

For three nights sleep in the 
Continental hotel, in the center of the 
town, was rendered almost impossible 
by the singing and shouting of the 
throngs in the street demanding an 
early demobilization of the French ma- 
rines, protesting against the arrest of 
| the mutineers in the French Black sea 
fleet, and calling for the overthrow of 
the Clemenceau government. 


Censor on Job. 

icnowleage of all this has been kept 
from Paris by order of Admiral Sa- 
laun, naval commandant of Brest. I 
managed to get one Wispatch through 
to Paris, publication of which in the 
Paris edition of THe TRIBUNE caused 
the French censor to threaten to seize 
the entire edition and set French news- 
papers to complaining that Tue Tris- 
UNE had been permitted to print news 
that they had not. 

The fact is that every effort is being 
made to keep from the French press 
and people the situation in Brest, 
where the undesirable element of the 
population is inflamed against Amer- 
icans and is grasping all opportunities 
to express that antagonism. Only the 
strictest military discipline of the 
Americans has prevented very serious 
international trouble. I have seen 
twenty American military police back- 
ing away from a mob of several hun- 
dred civilians and French marines, 
who were stoning them. 

With faces bleeding from wounds, 
they began firing into the air. Had 
they turned their guns loose into the 
mob, as it seemed they would have 
been justified in doing, there would 
have been a mighty bad situation. 
Admiral Salaun blames the rough 
element here for the anti-American 
feeling in Brest. He expressed hope 
the trouble would not be interpreted as 
indicating the general sentiment in 
Brest or France. 


Wants Street Girls Barred. 

The admiral has asked Gen. Helmick, 
American military commander, to issue 
an order prohibiting fraternizing be- 
tween American officers and soldiers 
and the girls of the cafés and street. 
He said the lavishness with which the 
Americans spend money has attracted 
jmany women of bad character here. 

“Women and drinking cause the 
trouble at Brest,” the admiral said. 
“Our sailors and soldiers cannot corn- 

pare with Americans in spending. 

When they are ignored by the. ‘women, 
who seek the company of Americans, 
hey show anger. I have asked Gen. 
Helmick to stop Americans from prom- 
enading the streets and other public’ 
places with women of questionable 
character.”

ALBANIANS KILL | 
OFFICIALS, PERIL | 
ITALIAN CONTROL 


Heavy Price of Occupa- 
tion and Home Woes 
Menace.

CORFU, July 1.—Via Paris, July 3.— 
Details which have reached me from 
the surest possible sources indicate the 


Italians are paying a heavy price for 
the privilege of occupying Albania. It 
would not be surprising if the Italian | 
government, faced with a ministerial 


crisis and social chaos in its own coun- 
try, were to back its troops out of the 
brigand ridden eastern shore of Ics 


Adriatic. 

There can be little doubt but that the 

cabinet set up by Italian military au- 
thorities at Durazzo with .Turchan 
‘Pacha at its head fast is losing control 
over the fierce passions of the people. 
Assassinations committed by Mussel- 
man Albanians on Italian agents have; 
become alarmingly frequent. 

Mark Sudden Revulsion. 

Responsible men who have closely 
observed events in the country assure 
mie these crimes are all comparatively 
recent. They mark a sudden revul- 
sion of feeling against Italian occupa- 
tion. 

Within the last two weeks the gov- 
ernor of the district of Scutari, an Al- 
banian, suspected of too great sympa- 
thy with Italian interests, has been as- 
sassinated by another Albanian belong- 
ing to a secret group of conspirators, 
all whom it is believed have Mussel- 
man leaders. And at Tyrana, which is 
one of the strongholds of Essad Pa- 
cha’s influence, a judge of the police 
court has been assassinated and no 
trace yet has been found of the mur- 
derers. 

Ali Koka, governor of Berat, known 
to be strongly on the side of Turchan. 
Pacha, escaped death at the hands of 
assassins only thanks to the darkness 
of the night during which in his 
‘house he was attacked by a small band 
of armed Albanians. 

Threats of assassination seem to be 
as frequent as the crimes themselves. 

In the districts of Elbassan and Lu- 
menia and other parts of the country 
brigand bands go :.bout unmolested, 
attacking villages and towns and pil- 
laging and murdering.

VON MOLT KE’S

Several conflicting theories concern- 
ing the contents of the late Gen. von 
Moltke’s memoirs, publication of which 
was reported to have been prohibited, 
were laid to rest today in an interview 
with Countess von Moltke, widow of 
the former chief of the German gen- 
eral staff. His death occurred early 
in the war. 

It is understood here the American 
story is that the memoirs were sup- 
pressed because they accuse Germany 
of full responsibility for the war. On

pressed because they justify Ger- 
many’s entrance Into the war and. 
champion the old militarist régime. 
Therefore publication was not desired 
by the present government. 

The search for the hiding place of 
the memoirs was mystifying until to- 
day Countess von Moltke, whose re- 
ported illness prevented an earlier in- 
terview, talked to THe TRIBUNE corre

“Gen. von Moltke’s memoirs?” she 
asked.°™ Why, he didn’t write any me- 
moirs.

Declared -Based on 
Wrong Premise. 


In a statement issued yesterday, 
Charles W. Kaiser, acting secretary 
-¢€f& the United Master Butchers of 


America, sought to prove that the 
price of beef, at retail, had dropped 
from 4 to 5 cents in Chicago and that 
similar reductions had been made 
throughout the country. The -state- 
ment was based on telegrams sent to 
retailers in various cities, but his con- 
clusions do not agree with those of 
dealers in Chicago. ‘(’omparison was 
made in the statement with the price 
of pork, which was pointed out as now 
being higher than beef. ; 

“The price of pork has been advanc- 
ing steadily,” said Sol Westerfeld last 
night. “ Yesterday live hogs were sold 
at $21.75 per hundredweight, the high- 
est price known. This is being refiect- 
ed in the retail prices. There has been 
no decrease that I can see. 


Up 1 Cent in Two Weeks. 


“Two weeks ago beef was 1 cent 
lower than it is today. That was the 
low point, and since then it has been 
advancing. Beef is about 5 cents 
cheaper than it was two months ago, 
when it reached the high point. 

“During the last two weeks pork 
loins have advanced 5 cents and there 
has been a similar gain all over the 

country. In making a comparison with 
the price of beef, this must be remem- 
bered.” 
Butcher’s Statement. 

The statement given out by Mr. 
Kaiser follows: 

“In order to make a quick survey of 
the situation as to the retail price of 
beef the following questions were tele- 
graphed to officials of local retail meat 
dealers’ associations in various cities 

of the United States: 
“™*In your city which is cheaper 
priced a pound, beef or pork? 

“*About how much has the retail 
price of beef decreased in the last six 
weeks?’ 

“The answers received indicate that 
beef is everywhere cheaper than pork 
and that the retail price of beef has 
declined on an average from 4 to 5 
cents a pound in the last six weeks. A 
large decrease in price to the consum- 
er was that of 10 cents a pound on 
chucks, ribs, and plates, reported from 
Milwaukee, with the demand for these 
cuts very weak. The average reduc- 
tion on all sorts of beef to the consum- 
er in Milwaukee is about 5 cents. 

St. Louis Shows Drop. 

“St. Louis reports a beef decline 
from 4 to 5 cents. 

“The New York state association re- 
ports a universal retail reduction of all 
goods. 

“The heaviest reduction was report- 
ed in Connecticut, as follows: ‘Have

Uniess there is an unexpected de- 
velopment, which often arises in the 
case of an important ordinance of this 
character, three-fourths of the council 
will favor the improvement. That vote 
is technically required for transferring 
of city property. This ordinance may 
require it, although vacation of streets 
do not appear in the ordinance as &

In addition the city proposes to give 
rights to cross various streets when 
the. railroad constructs its Eighteenth 
street branch west. Furthermore the 
company has tracks in Drexel avenue 
and Eighty-seventh street without au- 
thority, according to the city. For 
these privileges $200,000 was asked, 
making the total $2,024,000. 


Tells of Offsets. 

As an offset the company said that it 
had agreed to build a new Randolph 
street viaduct at a cost of $919,000, a 
Randolph street subway at $57,000, an 
Bighteenth street subway at a cost of 
$1,200,000, a harbor viaduct at Twenty: 
second street costing $310,000, another 
at Thirty-first street costing $90,000, a 
street viaduct in Michigan avenue over 
the Blue Island lime costing $300,000, 
and had also agreed to pay the cost of 
lowering sewers and water pipes at an 
estimated cost of $130,000, and to pay 
one-half the cost of the Twelfth street 
subway or $625,000 additional. That is 
a total of $3,631,000, but the committee 
decided to disregard the viaducts at 
Randolph, Twenty-second, Thirty-first 
streets and Michigan avenue because it 
was claimed that the railroad itself ne- 
cessitated their construction. That 
eliminated $1,619,000, leaving $2,0132,- 
000 to the credit of the company. 

“Call it even,” suggested Mr. Pea- 
cock. Attorney Walter L. Fisher had 
argued for more than two hours for 
this same idea. The committee adopt- 


ed it. . 
To Double Compensation. 

In addition the committee decided 
to double the compensation for streets 
crossed by the Kensington and East- 
ern railroad. That rate is now $50 
per street and $25 per alley for each 
track crossing. That rate will be dou- 
bled when the present franchise ex- 
pires ten years hence and continue in 
perpetuity. 


4 BANK ROBBERS 
SEIZE $9,200 AT

The daily bank robbery was present- 
ed yesterday with a variation, the 
variation being Dewey Reidy, 21 years 
old, bookkeeper at the First National 
bank of Downers Grove, twenty-five 
miles west of Chicago.

11,000 to Shield New York. 

New York. July 3.—All members of 
New York's police and detective force, 
more than 11,000 in number, were mob- 
ilized tonight to remain on continuous 
duty until Saturday morning as a pre- 
caution against another possible at- 
tempt by anarchists to inaugurate. a 
yeign of terror on Independence day. 
Special guards were thrown about the 
city’s public buildings and the homes 
of citizens who, because of their 
wealth or prominence in efforts to 
stamp out radicalism, might be targets 
for the terrorists. — 

As an added precaution, plans were 
perfected for the tapid mobilization of 
the city regiments of the state guard 
in the event of any widespread disturb- 
ance.

The eating of clover or other 
green vegetation when it is wet with. 
dew or rain is the principal cause of 
this trouble. Eating excessive amounts 
of middlings or corn meal also will 


fields are dry. When cattle are turned 
on alfalfa and clover fields after the 
crop has been harvested the new, ten- 
der plants starting again, there is 
always danger of bloat. 

Cows with bloat suffer severely and 
quick action is necessary. The symp- 
toms are easily recognized, as the ani- 
mal’s sides become greatly distended, 
and perhaps even lifted~above the 
level of the back bone. A veterinarian 
should be called immediately. When 
@ surgeon cannot be obtained the 
owner should attempt to bring imme- 
diate results. 


Removal of the gas from the paunch 
or first stomach will quickly bring re- 
lief. This may be done by puncturing 
the stomach with a trocar. If the ant- 
mal is not distressed and the swelling 
of the body is not great it is best to 
resort to some internal treatment after 
the gas has been removed. Two ounces 
of aromatic spirits of ammonia in two 
qa of cold water should be given 
every half hour until the pressure of 
the bloat has been removed. After the 
bloat has disappeared give one pound 
of Glauber’s salts. This usually proves 
farench 1 and can be easily given as a 
drench from a long neck bottle.
